The certified copy of the specification to accompany applications claiming the provisions 
of Section 121 of the Act should preferably be that of the specification as originally filed in 
the Patent Office of the United Kingdom, British Possession, or Foreign State, but a copy of 
the specification as finally accepted may be regarded as sutlicient, unless there is reason to 
doubt whether the contents of this document are within that of the document originally filed.

-Where a Convention application is based on two or more applications, accompanied by 
provisional specifications, for inventions which are cognate or modifications one of the other, 
copies of each of the provisional specifications must be furnished under Regulation 31 (1) of 
“The Patents Regulations 1912,” and the particulars of the whole of such applications must be 
inserted in the application form. 


An application for Letters Patent filed under the terms of the International Convention
